THE COAL MINERS AND OPERATORS DE- 
CIDE ON 4 BASIS OF SETTLEMENT. 


The Adjourned Meeting Held at the Coal Ex- 
change—Keport from the Joint Committee 
Appointed Last Wednesday—Resolutions 
Adopted Fixing Rate of Wages and Price of

The adjourned meeting of the coal operators ! 


and miners appointed by the meeting of 
Wednesday last took place at the Coal Ex- 
change to-day, being called to order at 11:30

We, the undersigned, a committee appoint- 
ed at a meeting of operators and 
operatives, held at the room of 
the Coal Exchange on Wednesday, April 
21, to formulate a plan of settlement 
of existing differences, to be submitted for 
consideration by a meeting to be held this day, 
beg leave to submit the following resolutions 
as a result of our deliberations: 

Whereas, It is a fact admitted by all, aud 
that cannot be controverted, that the practical 
operations of the bituminous coal producers 
of this market for the past one or two 
years, owing to the surplus of labor, 
and consequent overproduction, has in the 
main resulted not only in actual loss to the 
mine operators, but ina compensation to the 
miners and laborers in man instances 
much below the actual cost of their dally 
living, which has resulted in a demand from 
the miners for a just and equitable remunera- 
tion for their labor. Therefore 

Resolved, 1. That the price for digging 
coal in this district for the term of one year 
from May 1, 1886, shall be two and one-half 
(Ae) cents per bushel of eighty (80) pounds 
sereened coal (over %-inch screen),or two and 
one-quarter (244) cents per bushel, top weight. 

2. That the minimum price at which 
coal shall be sold by operators in car-load lots

James Boardman Ledsham,a publisher«e- 
siding at Dairy Bank, Manle . 2 
Range, near Manchester, testified that he 
known Brooks twelve years, but not inti- 
mately. Brooks was looked upon as a quiet, 
8 citizen in the community where he 

ived,. He had business transactions with 
Brooks and found him honest and upright. 
Never heard of his having forged his father’s 
name before leaving England and would not 
believe the statement if he had heard it. 

William Boardman, an accountant, stated 
that he has known Brooks intimately for 
fifteen years past, by visiting the house of his 
father and being connected with him as a 
teacher at St. George's Church Sunday-school 
in Hyde, where the witness was a teacher. He 
bore a good reputation in the geen A in 
which he lived up to the time of his leaving, 
Janu , 188. Brooks had no intimate com- 
panions except his brother and sister. 

Samuel Coburn, an auctioneer 9 in 
Denton, County Lancaster deposes that he 
has known Brooks from childhood. He was a 
peuceable, 7 —. citizen up to the time 
of his leaving England. He bore the reputa- 
tion of being truthful and honest, and he 
never heard anything about his having forged 
his father’s name or being forced to leave 
England to avoid the consequences of his mis- 
conduct. 

Henry Woodall, a schoolmaster in Cheshire, 
testifies that he has known Brooks from child- 
hood, and he bore the reputation of being a 
eaceable, law-abiding citizen. lle never 
new him to be connected with the Royal 
College of Surgeons in any way, never heard 
of his having forged his father’s name and 
did. not believe it to be common report, 
Henry Middleton. a draper at Hyde, knows 
Brooks from childhood; knew him as a boy 
attending school, and when he took an active 
art in the duties of the church, which he did 
or several years. Brooks bore an excellent 
reputation and the witness had often heard it 
said of him that he would not harm a cat. 
Brooks’ principal companion was his brother, 
and his occasional companions, Sunday- 
school teacners.

SWINDLER IN NEW YORK. 


Ernest Cecil Northcote, the Alleged Nephew 
of Sir Stafford Northcote—Hotel-Keepers, 
Bankers and Brokers Cleverly Duped—A 
Warning Circular. 


By Telegraph to the Fosr-Disraron. 

NEW York, April 286. — Secretary Garri- 
son of the Hotel-men’s Protective As- 
sociation has sent to all the New York 
hotel - keepers a minute description of 
one Ernest Cecil Northcote, who ran up 
big bills at several caravansaries and left town 
without settling them. About eighteen 
months agso a slimly built, dark-complex- 
loned and brown-haired young man registered 
at the New York Hotel as Ernest Cecil North- 
cote. He brought with him a great many 
trunks, bags and hat boxes, and a very pre- 
sentable valet. He was careful to let it be 
known that he was the nephew of Sir 
Stafford Northcote of St. John’s Square, Lon- 
don, England, and that he was traveling for 
pleasure and business combined. He nad one 
of the most expensive suites of rooms in the 
hotel, and was lavish in feeing the waiters. 
As a representative of one of England's 
wealthiest and most aristocratic families, 
Northcote was received ana entertained by the 
most exclusive fashionable circles in New 
York. Like everything else English, 
Northcote was the delight of society. 
He so impressed the hotel people with his un- 
bounded wealth and social position that the 


best in the house was not too good for him. 
When he had been at the hotel long enough to 
know the city and something of the people, he 
began to look over the 
FINANCIAL ADVERTISEMENTS OF THE PAPERS 
and answer all advertisements asking the loan 
Among others he answered 
wanted $1,000 
to rélease of imported 
zinc from the Custom-house. A gentieman 
called on Northcote in answer to his note ask- 
ing an interview. The metal speculator was 
very favorably impressed by Northcpte, 
who promised to lend the money on the con- 
dition that the bill of lading for the consign- 
ment of the metal be left with him. To this 
the speculator agreed and received the first 
ayment of $300 with the understanding that 
he reat should be paid in a few days. No 
sooner hadthe metal dealer left the house 
than Northcote hurried out and inserted an 
advertisement for the loan of $5,000 on unques- 
tionable security. The advertisement was an- 
swered the nextafternoon bya young man 
with plenty of money, who was delighted to 
find that he was entering into business with 
the nephew of Sir Stafford Northcote. He 
claime Northcote as a fellow country- 
man, as his father was head ame- 
keeper to Queen Victoria, and he himself had 
acted as guide and valet to the Prince of Wales 
while at Sandringham palace. He told North- 
cote that his name was James H. Hunter and 
that he was willing to advance the money. 
THE CHECK FOR $5,000 
was given by Hunter, who was willing to take 
one half of the zinc in payment. No 
sooner had Northeote secured the money 
than he packed up his goods 
and leſt the hotel for parts 
unknown. No more was heard of him for 
three months, when an elaborately furnished 
office and a big gold sign at No. 1000 Sixth ave- 
nue, informed the people that he was buying 
and selling real estate. He wanted to buy 
large tracts of land inthe upper part of the 
city for his uncle, Sir Stafford North- 
cote, who, he gaid, would soon be 
in this country to look up the property. 
While in this office, Northcote inserted adver- 
tisements offering to loan mony on all kinds 
of securities. Many people know, to their 
cost, Northcote’s wey of doing business. He 
used to patronize Dickel’s Riding Academy 
and while there purchased the most expensive 
horse in the stables, a vicious animal that few 
dared to drive. Northcote rode 
to the intense admiration of 
fashionable PP of the academy. His 
riding suit of top boots, corduroy trousers 
and velvet coat set off his food figure to fine 
advantage, and on every fine day ie might be 
seen riding in the park. At this time he learned 
that the United States Paper Company, No. 102 
Chambers street, was anxious to sell their 
mill in Stockton, N. J., for $5,000. He went to

paia for it should be inguired by outsiders it 
was to be said that he gave $10,000.

A MATRIMONIAL ROMANCE. 


The Trial To-Day of Dr. Solomon C. War- 
ren for Bigamy, at Syracuse, N. Y. 
By Telegraph to the PoOsT-DISPATCH. 

SyRacusez, N. V., April 26.—Among the cases 
that will come before the Court of Sessions, 
which convenes in this city to-day, is that of 
the People against Dr. Solomon C. Warren, 
who was arrested at Vincennes, Ind., and 
brought here last month on a charge of big- 
amy. The history of the alleged crime has 
many interesting features, and involves fami- 
lies socially prominent in Southern and Central 
New York. Dr. Warren is about 55 years 


old, and in early life was proprietor of a large 
drug store in this city. e sold out his busi. 
ness and while still a young man entered upon 
a course of medical study. After he had ob- 
tained his degree he settled at Jordan, N. X., 
where he continued for several years in the 
active practice of his profession. In 1855 Dr. 
Warren married iss Pearson, daughter 
of John Pearson, a prominent and 
wealth resident of Cherry Valley, 
N. 1. The pair lived together in apparent 
happiness until about seven years ago, when 
family digsensions, arose. About this time 
their daughter Eva was married toa young 
man berfeath her station and for whom her 
father entertained a strong dislike. The 
mother sympathized with the daughter, and 
from this cause 
ESTRANGEMENT FOLLOWED 
between her and her husband. Mr. and 
rs. arren ultimately separated, 
the husband agreeing to pay his 
wife a sum of money annually 
for her support. Mrs. Warren returned to 
‘her old home and is now living at Coopers- 
town, with her brother, John K. Pearson, 
who inherited the bulk of his father’s fortune. 
Dr. Warren remained in Jordan until 1882, 
when he sold his practice and went West, 
stopping first at Chicago, but finally drifting 
to Hastings, Neb., where he established him- 
self in his profession and achieved a reputation 
as a successful practitioner. During his 
absence he sent the annuity remittances to his 
wife regularly. In Janu ; 1885, he applied 
in the Nebraska courts fora divorce from his 
wife on the grounds of desertion. The serivce 
of the summons, as is usual under such cir- 
cumstances, was made by publication. A 
resident State, who knew 
the facts case, sent a marked 
copy of the newspaper containing the 
announcement that the suit had been 
begun to Mrs. Warren. Her brother, 
Mr. Pearson, immediately entered into cor- 
respondendbe with a law firm in Hastings and 
not long afterward the plaintiff’s attorneys 
were served with ä notice that the divorce 
proceedings would be contested. This result- 
ed in the withdrawal of the suit. Just what

“FIRE, IF YOU KILL ME!” 


Convicts Revolt at Montreal Penitentiary— 
The Brave Warden. 

MONTREAL, Canada, April 26.—About 1,000 
prisoners in St. Vincent de Paul Penitentiary,not 
far from Montreal, revolted. Themen were in 
gangs, and on a given signal each gang leaped 
—— their keepers, disarmed and tied them. 
They procured crowbars, and at first endeav- 
ored to break down the walls. Chief Warden 
La Violette tried to induce them to desist and 
surrender, but they ——— upon and tied 
him like the rest. ey moved forward to 
the walls, which were guarded by a dozen 
men with rifles, and were ordered 
back. They pressed forward with ladders, 
my Chief Warden La Violette be- 
fore them as a target, and also using dep- 
uty wardens for the same purpose. Chief 
Warden La Violette shouted to his men: 
Never mind me; fire away, if you kill me.“ 
The guards, thus ordered, poured in a volley 
of rifle balls upon the convicts. The first man 
to ascend a ladder was Convict Vian. When 
he had neared the top of the ladder he was 
fired at and fell. Convict Oorriveau next 
sprang up the ladder, but was shot through 
the heart. Chief Warden La Violette was al- 
most riddled. He was shot yy the wrist 
shot through the body, hit in the groin and 
had his jaw almost shot away. Convicts Mon- 
day, Holton and Norman were all badl 
wounded, and so were seven or eight others. 
Chartrand, a guard, was shot through the leg, 
and several other guards were wounded. The 
fight lasted for over an hour, and the casual- 
ties must reach twenty-five, out of which 
there will be three or four deaths in addition 
to La Violette, for he willdie. Nota prisoner 
escaped, as all fled to their cells when their 
ammunition gave out. 4

RUTLAND’S MYSTERY. 


The Alleged Poisoning of Don Parker by His 
Mother-in-Law. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Disratcn. 

RUTLAND, Vt., April 26.—The death of Don 
Parker is still enveloped in mystery. Mrs. H. 
E. Nason, his mother-in-law, arrested on the 
charge of administering poison to him, is still 
in jail awaiting a hearing. The mass of testi- 
mony, chiefly hearsay, of course, is quite 
conflicting. For instance, Dr. John Mead 
says the case of Parker is a puzzle to him. He 
detected no signs of poisoning while he was 
treating the patient, and he thinks; 


that the eat number of blue 
pilis he ok may have been 
converted into corrosive sublimate by acid in 
the pickles of which he ate too freely. He says 
there was no such inflamed appearance on 
the autopsy as arsenic would have caused. 
He adds, so far as the other deaths in the Na- 
son family are concerned, where foul play is 
now claimed, that Mr. Nason died in 1881 of 
contraction and hardening of the liver, and 
that Mre. DeBritéon, who died in the same 
house, was suffering with heart disease and 
that her death was due to this. He denies 
most positively that Mrs. Nason can be justly 
uccused ofany wrong doing in these two deaths 
and believes she is equally innocent of any at 
tempt on Parker er son-in-law. So far 
thereis nothing to explain the presence of 
arsenic in the stomachof Parker. Mrs. Nason 
has had five children, three dead, and Mrs. 
Parker and a boy 9years old are the only 
ones that remain. These two have

since she was arrested on Wednesday. Dr. 
Warren McCiure, an old army surgeon, 
was called to attend to young 
Parker during his last hours. He says that on 
entering the house be was asked by Mrs. Nason 
what he thought of the sick man. He replied 
that unless there was a decided change in the 
sick man’s condition within ow t hours, 
he would be a dead man. ont 1 his 
story,Dr. McClure said:‘‘This was the night be- 
fore Parker died. I stayed with him that night 
and gave him occasionally a powder which was 
the only medicine left by the doctor. 
The patient was restless and suffered intense 
— all through the night. He seemed to be 
ourning =e inwardly, and I to give him 
water to drink every ten minutes and fan him 
constantly. Parker had every symptom of 
being poisoned. His mouth, chest and stom- 
ach appeared to be spre and inflamed. Parker 
had no disease and yét he was dying by inches. 
The next night he died in great agony, with 
unmistakable indications of arsenical poisun- 


ing.

When Ward, in the gloaming of au- 
tumn da ys, made a solemn promise in the 
presence of Principal Keeper Connaughton, 
the Chaplain of the prison and members of the 
press that he would obey implicitly the rules 
ofthe prison, he spoke in so solemn and 
serious a vein, held his head 
in such mock humility and looked 
such a picture of patience filled with heroic 
fortitude and the spirit of righteousness, that 
that every one present feltin his heart that 
Ward would keep his promise. If for no other 
reason at least than that, his ten-years term 
might be commuted by one-third, as the Chap- 
lian with dignified and benevolent mien as- 
sured him.
